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Nnmi fimatics and New Hampshire: Histor y and Medals

Are you getting discouraged by continuing grading 
controversies and high prices of coins? Are you thinking 
about shifting your collecting interests away from 
numismatics and into some other low-risk area? Before you 
do, you should consider starting a collection of New 
Hampshire town/city items. I was introduced to this area of 
collecting a little over a year ago and have had more 
pleasure than I ever found in twenty years of collecting 
coins . 


Basically, these items were usually issued to coincide 
with the celebration of a town or city anniversary. 

Many different varieties of memorabilia can be found 
including pins, buttons, fobs, jewelry, badges, woods and 
most popular; medals. In addition, many towns not issuing 
items for their own celebration did issue medals in 1976 to 
commemorate the American Revolution and Bicentennial. 

The following reasons illustrate why these are so 
interesting and fun to collect: 

I . Diversity : As mentioned, these items take many forms and 

as such can be obtained not only from numismatic dealers, but 
from antique dealers, flea markets, yard sales and many are 
still available from the towns of issue. Medals are usually 
coined from just about every metal including fine silver, 
sterling silver, brass, bronze, copper, pewter, aluminum, 
goldine arid gold plate. 

2. History : In researching and identifying potential items, 

much can be learned about the history, development and oddity 
of New Hampshire. For instance, did you know that Dover & 
Portsmouth, NH were incorporated in 1623, making them the 
oldest in New Hampshire and one of the oldest in the United 
States? Many of the medals were issued with brief pamphlets 
describing the history and unique features of the town. Do 
you know where the towns of Langdon, Bradford or Sullivan are 
located and when they were founded? 

3. Rarity : Many of the early items such as pins, badges and 

fobs are extremely scarce and for this author have been 
almost impossible to find. Examples include an 1899 badge 
from Hampstead or the 1911 souvenir pin from Goffstown. Many 
towns celebrated their 200th or 300th anniversaries during 
the early 1970's issuing medals in silver, bronze and pewter. 
Frequently these medals had very low mintages. Typically the 

; \ mintages were 200 silver, 500 bronze and 200 pewter. The 

silver medals usually sold for about $10-$15 and many were 
sold for the melting pot during the silver craze from 1978- 
80. How many remain is still a mystery. 
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4. Expense : Given their rarity, these items are very 

inexpensive when compared to other numismatic items. Host, 
if not all of the items ever issued can be obtained for under 
$50 . 00 ! 

5. Availability • While many of the older issues are almost 
impossible to find, it is not too late to begin a collection 
of recent issues now. Each year many New Hampshire towns 
celebrate anniversaries and issue commemorative items. Also 
many of the towns still possess items from as long as ten 
years ago. A list of medals still available follows this 
article . 


In conclusion. New Hampshire anniversary items offer 
an enjoyable avenue of collecting for those tired of 
controversy and expense. It can provide you with hours of 
pleasure exploring the scenic back roads of our beautiful 
state tracking down the next medal for your collection.
